Starland Theatre Case Will Be 
Threshed Out in the Supreme 
Court 


N. Menasse, the proprietor of the 
Starland ‘Theatre, was yesterday af- 
ternoon committed for trial at the 
forthcoming assizes of the Supreme 
Court, for forcibly entering the build- 
ing in which the theatre is located. 

An interesting legal debate between 
the opposing counsel in the — case, 
Messrs. C, C. McCaul, for the plaintiff, 
and I. H. Parlee, for the defendant, 
took place over an ancient English 
law, termed the “Landlords and Ten- 
ants’ Act,” passed in the reign of 
Richard au. This law has been sub- 
jected to several amendments in latter 
days, the last taking place in 1730 dur- 
ing the regime of George 11. 

The defence did not put in any 
evidence and the magistrate conclud- 
ed that the contentions of the prose- 
cution merited the case being sent for 


trial.
